evening which provides due re- 
spect for the United States flag 
in the city of Richmond in the 
future. 

The new ordinance which will 
undoubtedly be adopted at the 
next meeting of the council reg- 
ulates the display of the flag, 
specifies the courtesies or honors 
to be shown the United States 
flag, and provides penalties for 
the violation of the ordinance. 

The ordinance will be knowo 
and designated at “The Fag Code” 
and violations of its provisions 
will bring a fine of noi to ex- 
ceed $500 or a jail sentence of 
six months, or both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

The flag code is based upon the 
system of flag etiquette recom- 
mended by the national flag con- 
ference and endorsed by the Uni- 


teqd States Army and Navy au-| 


thorities. 

One of the provisions of the 
proposed law is that flags shall 
not be permanently fastened by 
tacks or nails to any staff or 
other object, except very smal! 
flags. 

Tihe flag can only be displayea 
during daylight, between the hours 
of sunrise and sunset. Flags dis-
